TOKIO, May 22.—Emperor Yoshihito 
of Japan was taken ill today. The 
physicians in attendance declare that he 


is suffering from inflammation of the 
lungs. 

Emperor Yoshihito is in a state of 

high fever. Eight court physicians are 
in constant attendance on him. 
The Emperor of Japan succeeded his 
father on July 30, 1912. He is in 
his thirty-fourth year and has three 
Sons, the eldest of whom is Crown 
Prince Hirohito, just 12 years old. The 
Emperor has previously suffered from 
lung trouble and in the course of one 
attack early in 1908, his condition was 
serious. 

The Emperor caught a slight cold May 
18, but it was announced that it was 


_ unimportant and that His Majesty soon 


‘would resume his activities. ‘ 
Tonight (Thursday) the nation was 
shocked by the issue of this official 
bulletin from the Imperial Palace, 
signed by the eight court physicians: 
The Emperor, who has been suffering 
from a slight cold, developed inflam- 
mation of the lungs today.

HIS week's issue of the Sat- 
urday Evening Post, in its 
Who’s Who—and Why” page, 

prints the following about Secretary 
of Agriculture David F. Houston, 
formerly Chancellor of Washington 
University, St. Louis: 


Farmer Houston. 

T now becomes my pleasant duty to 
| bestow the large radium medal for 

skillful silence on the man in this 
new administration who can—and does 
—keep his own affairs closest: under 
cover; the man who, when it is his 
turn to say nothing, says even less than 
that; the man who, in short, is scien- 
tifically obmutescent when no language 
from him is required by the specifica- 
tions. 

For a period, especially. when he was 
garnering his Cabinet, President Wil- 
son was a likely candidate for this 
decoration; but in the very act of col- 
lating that coruscating constellation df 
coadjutors the President injured his 
own .chances to such an extent that, 
apt as he is at holding his conversa- 
tion in restraint, and his plans and pur- 
poses, he fails to qualify. 

Wherefore Dr. David Franklin Hous- 
ton, Secretary of AgricuTture, will now 
step three paces forward and receive 
the glittering reward of merit. When 
it comes to saying nothing about what 
he has in mind, Dr. Houston, I am here 
to assert, has the laconic former Sena- 
tor Wetmore, who spoke 247 words in 
18 years of public life, looking like J. 
Ham Lewis, who spoke 247,000,000 words 
in 18 months of the same, 

We have all heard how Dr. Houston; 
with the letter in his pocket inviting 
him to be Secretary of Agriculture, rode 
for 2 hours in the train with a carful

{Man Who Recently Resigned Is 
Alleged to Have Got $300 
From Gambler. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., May 22.—Former 
County Judge R. E. Bratton, who re- 
signed only recently, following a grand 
jury investigation on the construction 
contracts, was arrested today on an in- 
dictment charging him with accepting a 
bribe of $300 alleged to have been given 
to him by W. M. Robinson for. acquit- 
ting him on a charge of gambling. Brat- 
ton gave bond. 

Robinson waived jury trial and paid 
the Judge before his trial started, it is 
alleged. R. L. Rogers already has been 
arrested on a charge of offering large 
bribes to Bratton to swing contracts in 
a $1,600,000 road and bridge proposition. 

Bratton has refused to discuss the 
case. | 

Fund of $1,600,000 Voted. 

The fund of $1,600,000 in question was 
voted by the citizens of Tarrant County 
two years ago for building roads and 
bridges. Bratfon is no longer County 
Judge. He resigned after he had been 
summoned before the grand jury. 

“Why did you quit, Judge?’’ he was 
asked. 

‘"There’s nothing in it, that's why,” he 
said. He was inspecting his new $25,- 
000 mansion. 

The salary of which he complains is 
$3000 a year, which he considers too 
small for the maintenance of such a 
fine home, which is furnished in pro- 
portionate luxury. 

The questioner turned to go. It was 
muddy and there was ho sidewalk. “If 
I got all the money they accuse me of 
getting I would build a sidewalk so 
you wouldn’t have to walk in the mud,” 
he called out. The sidewalk would 
cost at the most $25. His residence cost 


that figure. 

The next day after Bratton dropped 
the burdens of office, Commissioners 
Henry Rogers and Wallace Estill also 
resigned. They and two more Com- 
missioners, with Judge Bratton, com- 
prised the court which handled the 
$1,600,000. The other Commissioners are 
still in office. 

Commissioners Rogers and Estill also 
have been before the grand jury. 

R. L. Rogers, in the indictment, is 
charged with offering several bribes 
of 3600 each to get the Commissioners’ 
Court to award construction contracts 
to certain large corporations. 

The pepple of Tarrant County were 
puzzled three weeks ago when the Coun- 
ty Commissioners’ Court went over all 
Hids ‘carefully and failed to award the 
road contract, calling for the expendi- 
ture of $1,000,000 to the lowest bidder. 


Lowest Bidder Didn’t Win. 
The Texas Building Co. offered to 


build the roads for $90,000 less than the 
Tarrant County Construction Co. But 
the contract went to the rival concern. 
Then the storm broke that caused the 
grand jury investigation, indictments 
and resignations. 

There were a lot of other contracts 
for building bridges to the amount of 
$600,000 to be awarded. The lowest bid- 
ders did not win out here, either. 

J. Cc. Travilla of St. Louis, .expert en- 
gineer and former Street Commissioner 
of that city, was employed a long time 
ago to come here and oversee the con- 
struction of roads and bridges. He came 
here previously for a time and has been 
here since about the first of the year 
and not a shoveful of dirt has yet been 
lifted, because of the delay in awarding 
the contracts, with which he has noth- 
ing. to do except see that their condi- 
tions are fulfilled. 

When the grand jury inquiry was in 
progress four newspaper men were put 
in jail because they refused to divulge 
the source of their advance information 
that indictments would be voted. They 
gerved one hour each.

The coal strike, originating in the Ka- 
nawha coal field, has been of long dtra- 
tion. Thrice martial law has been pro- 
claimed and is still in effect, althoug? 
but 20 soldiers are in that field. 


The three ordera for martial law were 
issued by former Gov. William E. Glass- 
cock, since the pdeginning.of the mine 
trouble, April 1, 1913. Gov. H. D. Hat- 
field, who.succeeded Glasscock, March 
4, has announced that troops are to man 
the Kanawha district until he is satis- 
fied that “a crusade of insurrection and 
riot ceases.’’ 


A few weeks ago Gov. Hatfie]d sub- 
mitted to the minereé and operators of 
the Kanawha field a peace proposal 
which was accepted by both sides. Al- 
though there was no provision for recog- 
rition of the miners’ union, both sides 
agreed and the strike in-the Kanawha 
field was declared at an end, but troops 
were not withdrawn. 

The strike in the New River field last 
night is charged to the operators be- 
cause of their aileged dismissal of men 
Affiliated with the union. 

Throughout the entire strike trouble 
has run a perioi of bloodshed and riot- 
ing. It has been impossible to check 
the violations, as they were scattered 


and occurred in isolated mountain spots. 


After a conference with military ad- 
visors and others which lasted wnti] 2 
c’clock this marning. Gov. Hatfield or- 
dered the release of 12 men held under 
martial law. All were released on their 
cwn recognizance. The Governor did not 
release Fritz Merrick of Pittsburg, P4., 
editor of Justice, a Socialist publication, 
arrested here while editing a local pa- 
per. 

Early this morning the Governecr reit- 
erated his statement that martial law 
will be continued for the present.

Henry M. Flagler, the Standard Oil 
magnate, who died Tuesday at Palm 
Beach, Fla., left an estate estimated 
at from $60,000,000 to $80,000,000, prac- 
tically fidfie of it will be subject to 
taxation under the inheritance laws of 
New York State, where Flagler left 
the bulk of his money. 

Flagler had been a citizen of Flor-

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In its decision in the ‘Walsh libel case the 
Supreme Court of the State broadly defines the 
‘Tight of newspapers to comment on candidates 
for office. The Post-Dispatch was sued by Harry 
-Walsh for commenting vigorously on his unfit- 
ness for the office of Circuit Attorney. Summing 
its conclusions in favor of the Post-Dispatch 
Judge Walker, who wrote the opinion, says: 

While a candidate for a public office is not 
to be subjected to a discussion in the public 
press of his reputation or character at the 
expense of truth, for a lie Is never privileged, 
it - the right and the duty of a newspaper 
to discuss his fitness for the place he seeks in 
such manner as to present the full facts to 
the electors, either by contrast or comparison 
with other candidates or by an analysis of 
his individual qualifications. 

This decision supplements a similar” opinion 
of the Supreme Court in the Cook case, which 
defined in equally broad terms the right of news- 
papers: and of citizens .to criticize ‘the official 
conduct of elected officers. In that decision 
the Court said: : 

It is the duty of a public newspaper such 
as is owned and conducted by these defend- 
ants, to tell the people, its subscribers, its 
readers, the facts it may find out about public 
questions, or matters of public interest. and 
it is the duty and right to draw inference from 
the facts known, draw them for the people 
* * * ‘The people are not obliged to 
speak of the conduct of their offictals in whis- 
pers or in bated breath in a free government, 
but only in a despotism. On the contrary 
they have a right to speak out in open discus- 
sion and criticism thereof, the only test 
being that they make no false statement. 
yAnd this is the great safeguard of free govy- 
ernment and of pure government * * *® 
all knew that the criticism of the press was 
the best security for the proper discharge of 
public duties. 

These two decisions are well worth the cost 
of the battle waged by the Post-Dispatch for 
the right of newspapers to comment freely, fully 
and truthfully on the records and qualifications 
of candidates for office and on the official con- 
duct of public officeholders. An attempt was 
made by politicians to throttle the freedom of 
press comment: by attacks on the Post-Dispatch 
in the courts. They have not only .failed but 
have brought from the courts the vindication 
‘of the Post-Dispatch’ 8 course and sweeping 
declarations of the liberty of the press, which 
permanently establishes its right to free and fear- 
less comment on candidates and public officers.

Th® Women’s Wage Problem. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

I have a suggestion for the Senatorial Inyes- 
tigating Committee as to some interesting statis- 
tics that might be compiled that bear to some 
extent on the women’s wage question that they 
are to study: 

1. How many women are in commercial] life 
from no absolute economic necessity? How many 
are there merely to earn extra spending money 
in order that they may dress and be entertained 
in a manner far above their station in life? How 
does the presente of such in the field of labor, 
affect the wage of her that is there from dire 
necessity, and for an actual struggle for exist- 
ence? How does her presence there affect the 
man struggling for a competence in order to 
fulfill the eventual object of marriage? How does 
it affect the girl who, at home with domestic con- 
cerns, awaits the outcome of the unequal strug- 
gle of this man, who with the low wage hin- 
drance as a natural sequence to competition with 
cheap female help, finds it most difficult to se- 
cure such a wage as will enable him to provide 
a home for both of them? To what extent are 
these unnecessarily employed women responsible 
for the fact that thousands of men are out of 
employment, others in employment that is en- 
tirely unsuited to their qualifications, and others 
forced to accept employment that does not pro- 
duce a competence? ‘ 

2. How many émployers of labor, in their mad 
greed for greater economy, give no consideration 
to the fact of whether or not such women actually 
need or deserve employment, but give as an ex- 
cuse the inhuman reason that “it is necessary on 
account of competition, to secure help as cheaply 
as possible?” How many employers would have 
the courage to cut their dividends 2 or 3 per cent 
in order to pay a proper wage, and pay such to 
those who are in need of and entitled to it? How 
many moral delinquencies are the direct result of 
giving employment to girls at too early an age 
to be thrust into the conscienceless materialism 
of the commercial struggle? How many parents 
force, or even permit, their young daughters to 
secure employment merely from the money-greed 
motive? 

8. How many millfons of dollars we do spend 
annually on public education, yet fail almost com- 
pletely of reaching those we most desire to reach 
—the children of the poor? How widespread is 
ignorance becoming because before the grades are 
corpleted, the children are taken from the schools? 
How many of those you examine can read, write, 
spell and converse with éven an ordinary degree 
.of correctness? How many of them can give you 
the main facts, simple though they are, of our 
national history? How does this lack of educa- 
tion affect sociological conditions? 

If you will but look into this matter thoroughly 
you will be surprised to find that these condli-’ 
tions affect, most intimately, the family, the di- 
vorce question, and thousands of other problems 
that are viewed too much in the light of results 
and with insufficient consideration of the under- 
lying causes.

Bran Is Medicinal. 
HE four Japanese, Drs. Suzuki, 
Shimamura,. Odakes and Kozai, 
have been studying that terrible dis- 
ease called beriberi, which is so prev- 
alent among peoples living largely upon 
rice. It was already known that beri- 
beri attacks principally those who live 
on the so-called “polished” rice—that is, 
the grain from which the husk has 
been removed, and that it can bé cured 
by a diet of whole or “brown’”’ rice-- 
that is, grain on which the husk still 
remains. 

In the course of their investigations 
the four Japanese doctors analyzed the 
alcoholic extract of the bran of rice. 
In it they found a new alkaloid, to 
which they have given the name ori- 
ganine. And this, it seems, is the most 
important constituent of bran, not only 
that of rice, but of wheat, barley and 
oats. 

The importance of orizanine was 
proved by careful experiments on ani- 
mals, such as chickens, pigeons, rats 
and dogs, These were fed on an arti- 
ficial diet composed of the proper quan- 
tities and proportions of proteids, car- 
boh¥drates, fats and mineral salts, with 
bran of all ‘kinds carefully. excluded. 
Without exception they failed to thrive, 
wut as soon as a very small proportion 
@f orizanine was mixed with their food 
_Mey recovered and afterward thrived.

ROM the professional standpoint a 
boil, in anyone else, is an in- 
significant thing. .

Prench Liner Beached After 
Smyrna Accident, Permitting 
Many to Be Saved.

SMYRNA, Asia Minor, May 22.— 
The French liner Senegal lies beached 
on the harbor front here today, half 
of one side torn out by the accident- 
al explosion of a mine as she was 
leaving port late yesterday. The ex- 
plosion instantly killed five persons 
and fatally injured six others. 

Fortunately for those on board, the 
liner was close to shore and in shal- 
low water, and maintained enough 
headway after the explosion to en- 
able the captain to run her aground, 
All the uninjured members of the 
crew and the passengers were landed 
safely. 

The steering gear and most of the 
other machinery escaped injury from 
the explosion, and owing to this fact 
the captain and his engineer were 
able to beach the vessel, thus in all 
probability saving the lives of most 
of those on board. 

The steamer went aground near 
the fortress, and the garrison gave 
all possible assistance.

FATE OF HUSBAND 


Commander of Explorer’s Ship 
Relates “‘Tremendous Tale of 
Human Adventure.” 


LONDON, May 22.—Ten thousand 
people heard Commander Evans at 
Albert Hall last night tell,/the story 
of the Scott Antarctic expedition. 
Lady Scott, widow of the explorer 
who perished after reaching the 
South Pole; was in the audience. 

‘This tremendous tale of human 
adventure,” as Lord Curzon, who pre- 
sided, described it, was told with 
singular modesty and cogtempt for 
effect. Evans declined to be emo- 
tional, being well content for the 
most part to act as the showman of 
magnificent photographs thrown on 
a huge screen. He added little to 
the known facts, but some of his 
descriptions of the leading incidents 
were thrilling in picturesqueness. 

Telling of the last supporting 
party’s leave-taking of Scott and his 
companions, he. said: 

“We marched with them to 87 de- 
grees 84 minutes, and seeing that 
they were traveling rapidly, yet 
easily, we halted, shook hands all 
around and said ‘Goodby.’ We gave 
three huge cheers as they stepped 
off, then turned our sledge and com- 
meéenced the homeward march of 
nearly 800 miles. 

“We frequently looked back until 
we saw the last of Scott and his 
companions, a tiny black speck on 
the horizon; and little did we think 
we were the last to see them alive, 
that our cheers wefe the last ap- 
preciation they would ever know.” 

Twelve other leading members of 
the expedition were present. In the 
audience were many noted figures in 
public life.

Stovall Gets Off With 
Smaller Fine Than Was 
Expected, in Chicago 


CHICAGO, May 22. 

T was given out at the Amer- 
| ican League headquarters here 

today that the amount of the 
fine imposed on George Stovall by 
President B. B. Johnson for spit- 
ting on Umpire Ferguson was $100. 

This was smaller than was gener- 
ally looked for, in view of the 
nature of Stovall’s offense. 

Ty Cobb, who held out until after 
the season started, escaped with a 
$50 fine when the National Commis- 
sicn considered his case. 


President Hedges was asked to 
verify ‘the report as to the amount 
of Stovall’s fine, but he declined 
to either affirm or deny the 


amount, 


that he had reacted a decision in the 
Stovall case, but refused to tell what 
it was. He said he would announce it 
Wednesday night, but, instead of mak- 
ing it public in Chicago, he sent a let- 
ter to President Hedges. 

In the hope of being reinstated at any 
time, Stovall had kept in condition by 
working out with his players in the 
mornings and sometimes before the 
games in the afternoon. Many fans who 
attended Wednesday’s game thought 
Stovall had been reinstated when he 
practiced at first base almost up to 
game time. 

Will Hedges Pay the Fine? 

The League rules forbid a club to 
pay fines for players who have been 
penalized by the League’s head. Tech- 
nically, therefore, Stovall must settle 
for himself. Team owners, however, 
usually find a way to reimburse play- 
ers who have been made to suffer 
financial loss for an offense committe 
through over-zealousness in the interest 
of the team.

Senator Introduces Measure 
Calling for Appropriation of 
$1,600,000—Daniels Fa- 
vors Plan. 


WASHINGTON, May -22. — Senator 
Ashurst introduced a bill today fo ap- 
propriate $1,600,000 for a Government 
armor-plate plant. 

The bill would have a board of three 
navy officers seek a site and report 
within three months after the passage 
of the bill.
